will have established themselves 
in an impregnable position. On 
the other hand, without either 
lease-lend or the American loan, 
she cannot hope to bear the vast 
expenses that confront her. She 
will be condemned not merely to 
the horrors of. nation-wide 
unemployment, bit to the sacrifice|® 
of all the gallant plans which her 
Labour Government has devised 
for the creation of a brave new 
Britain. 

She. will have, no doubt, to 
surrender; but she is unlikely to} 
surrender without a struggle 
The United States is by far the 
greatest of Britain’s potential—as 
she has been the greatest of her 
actual—sources of supply; but 
she is not the only one.
